EIFFEL TOWER CHIT-CHAT. 


Mrs. Crawford, the chatty and exceedingly 
well-informed Paris Correspondent of the Daily 
News, informed us on Monday that—

taken the Eiffel Tower as a ‘motive’ for fancy 
objects, are threatened with actions by M. 
Jaluzot, of the Printemps, who has bought the 
exclusive right to reproduce the design. There 
never was a model more in vogue than M. Eiffel’s 
great work. Clockmakers, jewellers, and sta- 
tioners have turned it to account in endless ways, 
as anyone who studies the shop-windows on the 
Boulevards must have seen.

Eiffel having obtained large subventions from the 
State and the City of Paris, as well as the ground 
on which his tower stands, the tower is a private 
undertaking only as far as it is made such by the 
reservations contained in the deed which M. Eiffel 
and the Minister of Public Works and the Chair- 
man of the Municipal Council signed. He has 
reserved to himself the toll on visitors ascending 
in lifts, and the right to let the platforms to 
restaurateurs ; but there is no reserve of copy- 
right.” 


THE GREAT SURPRISE OF THE 


PARNELL COMMISSION. 


Surprise has followed surprise at the Royal 
Courts of Justice in the Judicial Commission 
appointed by Parliament to inquire into the 


grave charges of complicity with the Phoenix 
Park Assassinations brought in the Times news- 
aper against Mr. Charles Stewart Parnell, 
N. P., Leader of the Irish Home-Rule Party. 
We print on our front page an Illustration 
of the scene in Court during the scathing 
cross - examination of Mr. Richard Pigott last 
week by Sir Charles Russell, M.P., the dis- 
tinguished counsel for Mr. Parnell, who has 
from the first stated with emphasis that the fac- 
simile letters published by the 7imes as his were 
infamous forgeries. We herewith present a 
series of fresh character-sketches taken by our 
Artist in the Court presided over by Sir James 
Hannen, Mr. Justice Day, and Mr. Justice A.L. 
Smith, on Tuesday, when all present were 
astounded by another and crowning „change of 
front ” on the part of chameleon Mr. Pigott. 


MR. RICHARD PIGOTT'S 
EXTRAORDINARY EVIDENCE, 


and the story of his disappearance, as romantic 
as an exciting novel, will be understood the 
better by a brief review of the whole of his 
examination and cross-examination. From the 
full-view and side-view of his face in our front 
Engraving, a good idea of Mr. Pigott's appear- 
ance may be obtained. He wore an eye-glass. 
He might be described as benevolent-looking 
were it not for a look of cunning in his 
white-bearded face. He was bald-headed, and 
gave his age as fifty-four, but looked much older. 
Succeeding Mr. Houston in the witness-box, Mr. 
Richard Pigott excited deep attention when he 
was first put under examination on Wednesday, 
Feb. 20. We had previously been told by the 
manager and solicitor of the Times how easily 
they had accepted the alleged Parnell Letters 
from Mr. Houston, who had previously received 
them in good faith (on payment) from Mr.

Pigott. It was on the fifty-third day of 
this prolonged inquiry that Mr. Pigott made 
his appearance in the witness-box. He said he 
was a journalist and lived at Kingston. He was 
formerly proprietor of the Zrishman newspaper, 
which was a Nationalist organ. It was the organ 
of the Fenian Brotherhood. He was sworn in a 
member of that brotherhood in 1868. He was 
prosecuted by the Government for an article on 
the Manchester execution, and was sentenced to 
twelve months’ imprisonment, which was after- 
wards reduced to six months. He attended meet- 
ings of the Supreme Council, of which, he alleged, 
Mr. Keegan, Mr. O’Brien, and Mr. O’Connor 
Power were members. It appeared that he 
sold the Irishman to Mr. Parnell, and during the 
sale became possessed of letters from Mr. Parnell 
and Mr. Egan, which, so it was said, enabled 
him to copy their handwriting. Pigott stated he 


FIRST BECAME ACQUAINTED WITH MR. HOUSTON 
IN 1885. 


Mr. Houston found him out. The witness had 
written a pamphlet called **Parnellism Un- 
masked’? long before he came across Mr. 
Houston, who gave him £60 to publish 500 
copies of the pamphlet. The pamphlet was 
published anonymously. He wrote two or three 
other pamphlets for Mr. Houston. Mr. Houston 
told him that if he could get the documents he 
would pay the expenses. ‘The witness told him 
it would be a matter of great personal danger.
